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PUBLIC  SAFETY 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Fiscal  1978  was  again  a  busy  year  for  the  Police 
epartment.  The  Police  Department  answered  a  total  of 
4.003  complaints — a  6.2  percent  increase  over  the  previous 
?ar.  Housebreaks  increased  45  percent,  drug  offenses 
'.creased  230  percent,  larcenies  increased  33  percent,  and 
lalicious  damage  increased  120  percent.  There  were  also  370 
affic  accidents,  even  though  the  traffic  citations  increased  46 
ercent.  Fortunately,  however,  there  were  no  fatalities. 

The  Patrol  Division  logged  over  300,000  miles,  and  the 
etective  Bureau  conducted  200  investigations,  clearing  53 
ercent  of  them. 

Increased  crime  and  traffic  accidents  can  be  partially 
ttributed  to  a  growing  community,  although  the  National 
rime  Statistics  are  on  the  rise. 

The  completion  of  1-495  in  the  near  future  will  result  in  a 
jbstantial  increase  in  traffic  volume  through  our  town. 

Last  year  arrests  decreased  10  percent,  even  though  the 
)tal  number  of  reported  crimes  increased  over  100  percent.  It 
mply  means  that  the  Police  Department  spent  most  of  its 
me  receiving  complaints,  leaving  little  time  to  investigation. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Department 
)r  their  fine  cooperation  throughout  the  past  year.  Also,  to 
le  other  town  departments,  and  particularly  to  the  Board  of 
electmen,  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  guidance.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Fire  Department  experienced  a  relatively  quiet  year,  as  we 
had  a  minimum  of  serious  fires.  The  total  fire  loss  in  1978  was 
$127,000.00  compared  to  $139,431.45  in  1977.  The  number 
of  Fire  Department  Inspections  increased  in  contrast  to  the 
decrease  in  fire  calls.  We  were  unfortunate  in  that  we  lost  a  life 
during  the  year  which  was  attributed  to  a  defective  installation 
of  a  wood  stove.  This  again  points  to  the  need  for  increased 
Fire  Prevention  and  public  education. 

1  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  remind  those  who  have  wood 
stoves  to  seek  professional  help  when  installing  them  and  to 
obtain  proper  permits. 

The  Fire  Department  sincerely  wishes  that  more  people 
would  purchase  smoke  detectors  for  their  homes.  The  Morton 
Fire  Department  does  not  endorse  any  particular  equipment, 
but  upon  request  will  answer  any  and  all  questions  involving 
fire  alarms,  fire  extinguishers,  etc. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  town  departments  for  their 
assistance  during  the  year.  A  special  thanks  to  the  Officers  and 
Firefighters  for  a  job  well  done.

FOREST  FIRE  PROTECTION 

The  Fire  Department  operates  two  4-wheeled  vehicles  for 
fighting  fires  whose  location  makes  them  inaccessible  to 
ordinary  fire-fighting  apparatus.  These  vehicles  were  equipped 
for  their  special  use  with  funds  received  as  a  grant  from  the 
Division  of  Forest  and  Parks  of  the  Department  of  Environ- 
mental Management.  A  similar  grant  was  applied  for  earlier 
this  year. 

Of  the  800  burning  permits  issued  to  residents,  only  a  few 
required  the  attention  of  the  department.  In  this  connection, 
owners  are  urgently  advised  to  keep  fire  trails  cleared  and 
water  holes  accessible  to  pumping  equipment  as  an  aid  to 
controlling  and  containing  fires  on  their  property.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


There  were  several  changes  in  the  composition  of  the  Select- 
men's Office  following  April  elections  as  well  as  a  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Board  itself. 

Mr.  Raymond  Patenaude  and  Mr.  Paul  Rich  were  elected 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  respectively  and  Mr.  Robert 
Benson  was  voted  Clerk  of  the  Board.  Also,  Mr.  Paul  Trotman 
assumed  the  duties  of  Executive  Secretary  for  the  first  time  as 
did  Mr.  John  Hussey  those  of  part-time  Town  Accountant. 

The  concern  of  the  Board  for  the  protection  of  the  Town's 
water  supplies  made  legal  action  necessary  relevant  to  special 
permits  issued  for  gravel  removal  in  connection  with  the  on- 
going construction  of  interstate  495.  The  unfortunate  and 
costly  experience  of  many  towns  in  the  commonwealth  whose 
wells  are  contaminated  must  not  be  repeated  in  Norton.  No 
fewer  than  sixty  are  having  to  deal  with  uncacceptably  high 


levels  of  Sodium  in  their  drinking  water  and  sixteen  other 
communities  have  had  to  close  their  wells  altogether  and  seek 
supplies  of  drinking  water  from  other  towns. 

The  deep  excavation  associated  with  earth  removal  serious- 
ly diminishes  the  margin  of  safety  deemed  prudent  by  the 
Board  for  the  protection  of  our  water  supplies.  At  present  we 
are  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Court. 

In  other  actions,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  negotiated  success- 
fully for  a  new  contract  with  the  Police  Department.  The  Fire 
Department's  new  contract  was  negotiated  by  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers. 

As  its  chief  executive  officers,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will 
continue  to  act  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  as  it  confronts 
the  challenges  of  the  new  decade.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


WATER  DEPARTMENT 


This  past  summer  we  put  3,300  feet  of  blacktop  on  East 
ain  Street  and  drainage  and  blacktop  was  installed  on  Austin 
:reet.  Some  streets  in  Morton  Grove  were  also  done.  The  cost 
maintenance  and  construction  is  increasing  at  an 
ibeiievable  rate. 

About  10  miles  of  town  roads  were  oiled  and  sand  sealed 
is  year  at  a  cost  six  times  greater  than  ten  years  ago. 
Drainage  is  a  major  problem  and  people  seem  less  willing  to 
ve  drainage  easements  to  the  town. 

Signs  are  always  a  target  for  young  people  and  cost  to  the 
wn  for  this  pastime  is  considerable. 

The  equipment  is  in  fair  shape  although  some  of  it  is  old. 
le  street  sweeper  and  catchbasin  cleaner  will  have  to  be 
placed  shortly.  A  vacuum  sweeper  can  also  clean 
itchbasins,  is  90%  effective,  and  would  do  the  work  of  two 
achines. 


SEWER  COMMISSION 

During  fiscal  year  1979,  the  Sewer  Commission  was 
latively  inactive.  Through  meetings  with  representatives  of 
=  Town  of  Mansfield,  the  Commission  learned  that  the 
sign  phase  of  the  Mansfield  Treatment  Plant  to  be  located  in 
)rton,  is  proceeding  on  schedule.  Also,  Mansfield  has 
rmally  requested  of  our  Water  Commission  water  hookup 
d  service  to  a  scheduled  rate  of  flow.  The  Sewer 
)mmission  is  hopeful  that  this  request,  in  light  of  our  present 
adequate  water  storage  capacity,  will  open  doors  to  Federal 
sistance  for  a  new  water  tank. 

Recent  encouragement  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
fers  of  assistance  by  the  Planning  Board  have  been 
;lcomed  by  the  Sewer  Commission.  Our  goals  for  fiscal  1 980 
e  to  obtain,  through  Town  Meeting  action,  the  right  to 
^/estigate  Federal  and  State  grant  opportunities  and  also  to 
onitor  closely  continuing  activity  on  the  Mansfield 
eatment  Plant. 


CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  all  those 
lo  have  helped  us  this  year.  This  was  our  first  year  that  we 
d  an  office  and  we  really  do  appreciate  it. 
We  hope  to  continue  paving  the  Morton  Common  and 
mothy  Plains  Cemeteries  next  year.  With  the  help  of  the 
sidents  at  town  meeting  this  will  be  possible.  The  continua- 
in  of  this  project  enables  us  to  better  serve  the  people  of  our 
wn. 

All  lots  in  the  town  owned  cemeteries  are  for  Norton 

sidents  and  are  given  on  a  one  time  basis.  The  amount  of 

lO.OO  per  grave  for  perpetual  care  is  required.

Each  year  the  need  for  increased  water  storage  capacity 
becomes  more  critical.  At  present  we  are  unable  to  store  an 
amount  of  water  equal  to  the  town's  daily  use,  a  situation  we 
will  not  be  able  to  ignore  much  longer.  We  must  still  maintain 
a  ban  on  the  use  of  automatic  sprinklers  and  fine  violators 
$25.00.  In  addition,  the  Board  is  continuing  the  moratorium 
on  new  service. 

The  outlook  for  Federal  assistance  for  contruction  of  a  new 
storage  facility  is  slightly  better  than  it  was  last  year,  but  we 
must  still  regard  it  as  a  long  shot. 

In  addition  to  their  regular  duties,  the  men  are  installing 
1,000  feet  of  12  inch  water  main  on  Mansfield  Avenue  as  part 
of  a  long  range  program  to  correct  a  critical  water  flow 
problem.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Highway  Department  for  its  co- 
operation on  this  job  and  throughout  the  year.  The  work 
performed  by  the  department's  men  has  saved  the  Town 
considerable  money  and  the  Board  appreciates  their  hard 
work. 

Last  December,  the  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  Harry 
Davidson.  We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  Scotty  for 
his  loyal  service  and  wish  him  a  happy  retirement.

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CONSERVATION  AND  HISTORICAL 


CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  year  was  dominated  by  two  major  wetland  cases.  The 
first,  involving  the  construction  of  17  apartments  off  Freeman 
Street,  was  decided  in  Norton's  favor.  The  proposed  project  is 
now  being  re-designed  by  the  developer. 

The  second  case  involved  the  creation  of  two  ponds 
consequent  to  earth  removal  operations  in  connection  with 
1-495.  The  Commission's  decision  to  allow  was  not  easy. 
Thirteen  additional  wetlands  hearings  were  held  during  the 
year,  the  two  outlined  above  having  the  greatest  impact  on  our 
Town's  wetland  areas. 

The  contruction  of  1-495  necessitates  constant  monitoring 
relevant  to  the  erosion/siltation  control  measures  imposed  by 
the  Commission.  Constant  monitoring  and  development  of 
new  erosion  and  water  quality  controls  has  kept  the  office  from 
floating  down  the  river  with  Mass.  D.P.W.  personnel. 

The  Commission  welcomed  two  new  members;  Mr.  James 
McGonagle  and  Mr.  John  Teixeira.  They  fill  the  expired  terms 
of  Mrs.  Mary  Dahl  and  Mr.  Joseph  VanDenBossche,  both  of 
whom  we  wish  to  thank  for  their  personal  devotion  and  hard 
work. 

Director  Opatka  was  active  managing  various  CETA  field 
work  crews  making  improvements  to  the  Dean  Street 
recreational  area  and  monitoring  the  performance  of  the 
various  pesticide  application  programs  to  ensure  compliance 
with  State  and  Federal  procedures. 

I  wish  to  thank  each  member  for  their  efforts  during  a  hectic 
year  and  to  acknowledge  the  support  of  our  associate 
members,  particularly  that  of  Mrs.  Janet  Cote. 

TREE  AND  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

INSECT  CONTROL 

Bats  and  wasps  were  a  problem  for  many  residents  this  year. 
It  seems  that  no  one  wants  them  inside.  Being  insectivorous, 
bats  consume  large  numbers  of  flying  insects  and  are, 
therefore,  beneficial.  Keeping  chimney  dampers  closed  when 
possible  and  plugging  holes  where  they  might  enter  will  keep 
them  outside  and  on  the  job. 

Three  hundred  gallons  of  Sevin  were  used  at  the  old  Town 
Hall,  schools,  roadsides,  and  at  cemeteries  to  control  tent 
caterpillars  and  webworms.  Two  hundred  gallons  of  Amnino 
were  applied  to  roadside  poison  ivy.  A  private  contractor  was 
hired  to  spray  roadsides  showing  the  heaviest  infestation  of 
Gypsy  Moth.  We  should  have  a  less  serious  problem  in  1980.

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

Twenty  nine  elms  had  to  be  removed  this  year,  but  we  still 
have  many  healthy  ones  left.  It  is  safer  and  less  costly  to 
remove  dead  elms  as  the  need  arises,  and  it  is  our  intention  to 
continue  this  program  given  the  support  of  Norton's  citizens. 

REFORESTATION 

A  forest  management  plan  was  submitted  following  an 
assessment  of  Norton's  existing  forest  land — about  100  acres. 
Subsequently,  Federal  funding  was  sought  for  a  Timber  Stand 
Improvement  Program  to  enhance  the  quality  of  our  existing 
forest  land. 

Through  its  Sale  of  Pines  Account  the  Reforestation 
Committee  continues  to  be  self-supporting  in  its  efforts  to 
maintain  the  natural  beauty  of  Norton's  forests.

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

Happily,  and  entirely  to  its  liking,  the  Historic  District 
Commission  has  found  need  for  little  action  this  year,  though 
it  stands  ready  to  intervene  at  any  time  to  protect  the  historical 
and  architectural  integrity  of  the  District.  Its  officers  advised 
property-owners  in  the  District  on  the  appropriateness  of  small 
changes  in  buildings  and  on  how  to  apply  for  possible  grants. 
Currently  the  Commission  has  been  charged  by  the  Selectmen 
with  planning  and  beginning  the  restoration  of  the  Common 
fence.  The  Commission  has  investigated  possible  courses  and 
will  be  taking  action  shortly. 

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

Throughout  the  year  the  Historical  Commission  has 
continued  to  cooperate  with  the  Historical  Society  in  an  oral 
history  project  and  to  advise  townspeople  concerning 
historical  aspects  of  the  town.  A  great  deal  of  interest  is  being 
shown  by  property-owners  in  the  history  of  their  buildings.  The 
pamphlet  of  articles  on  old  Norton  by  Joseph  E.  Yelle  has  been 
completed  and  is  nearing  publication.  The  Commission  is  still 
eagerly  investigating  the  possibility  of  acquisition  of  King 
Philip's  Cave  by  the  town  as  a  conservation,  recreation  ,  and 
historical  site. 
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COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 


PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  held  32  official  meetings,  12  public 
=arings  and  one  workshop  during  Fiscal  1979.  The  Board  has 
so  attended  the  meetings  of  other  Town  Boards  and  met  with 
arious  Regional  and  State  officials. 

The  Board  acts  to  coordinate  planning  and  development 
nd  determines  whether  or  not  land  plans  are  subject  to  the 
ubdivision  Control  Law.  This  year  24  plans,  totalling  43  resi- 
sntial  lots  and  three  commercial  lots,  were  reviewed  and  ap- 
roved  without  recourse  to  the  Subdivision  Control  Law.  Of 
lese,  three  were  denied  and  two  were  withdrawn.  One  new 
jbdivision  plan  containing  19  residential  lots  was  approved 
nd  two  plans  revised  and  reactivated  during  discussions  with 
iveral  developers. 

Other  important  actions  by  the  Board  include  development 
f  Flood-Plan  By-Laws,  Zoning  revisions,  a  Community 
esource  Studies,  Bike  Path,  1-495,  House  Numbers,  and 
ommunity  Development  Block  Grant  Proposals. 

Chairman  Schneider  represented  the  Planning  Board  at 
leetings  of  the  newly  formed  Capital  Improvement  Program- 
ling  Subcommittee.  This  Committee,  made  up  of  members 
f  various  Town  Boards  and  Committees,  is  working  to 
evelop  alternative  methods  of  financing  anticipated 
urchases  of  heavy  equipment. 

Because  of  the  confusion  surrounding  Earth  Removal  By- 
aws,  a  great  deal  of  study  in  this  area  has  been  done  in  con- 
ection  with  special  permits  and  the  construction  of  1-495. 

State  approval  is  awaited  for  the  bike  path  between  the  Mid- 
le  and  Solmonese  Schools  and  will  be  installed  by  the 
ighway  Department  when  received. 

The  Planning  Board  Office  is  open  between  8:00  a.m.  and 
:30  p.m.  and  will  answer  all  questions  relating  to  Planning 
nd  Zoning.  Our  Community  Resource  Inventory  is  available 
cm  the  office  or  may  be  reviewed  at  the  Library.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION 

A  bill  enabling  the  town  to  purchase  land  at  the  Paul  A. 
Dever  site  was  passed  this  year,  culminating  a  five  year  effort 
by  the  IDC  and  local  representatives.  The  bill  has  been  signed 
by  Governor  King  and  we  await  the  hiring  of  appraisers  by  the 
State. 

Although  interested  developers  have  been  sought,  nothing 
can  be  accomplished  until  a  value  has  been  placed  on  the  pro- 
perty. Nonetheless,  the  IDC  is  completing  a  project  plan  that 
details  recommendations  for  the  sale  and  development  of  the 
site. 

In  addition,  the  IDC  coordinated  the  financing,  through  the 
IDFA,  of  the  transfer  of  the  Fernandes  warehouse  to  the 
Hallsmith  Company  and  made  recommendations  for  zoning 
changes  that  should  prove  beneficial  to  both  commerce  and 
industry  in  the  Town  of  Norton. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
FINANCING  AUTHORITY 

1979  saw  completion  of  the  initial  financing  of  the  IDFA, 
providing  a  real  basis  for  our  confidence  in  the  future  of 
Norton. 

The  IDFA  was  instrumental  in  coordinating  $4,250,000 
Industrial  Revenue  Bond  financing  for  the  purchase  of  the  Fer- 
nandes warehouse  complex  by  Hallsmith-Sysco  Foods,  Inc. 
Employing  more  than  200  people,  Hallsmith-Sysco  has  been 
hiring  from  the  local  community  at  a  rate  much  greater  than 
originally  anticipated. 

In  addition  to  continued  real  estate  taxes  and  a  policy  of  first 
preference  in  hiring  local  residents,  the  company  pays  in  ex- 
cess of  $45,000.00  in  vehicle  excise  taxes  to  the  community. 
We  are  proud  of  the  benefits  our  efforts  have  helped  bring  to 
Norton  and  take  this  opportunity  to  welcome  the  Hallsmith- 
Sysco  Company. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  gratitude  to  William  Panos, 
former  chairman  of  IDFA  for  his  work  in  establishing  and 
guiding  the  beginnings  of  this  agency. 

NORTON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

On  October  2,  1978,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Helmreich  was  welcomed 
to  her  first  meeting  as  the  new  State  Appointed  Authority 
member. 

Eighty  new  units  were  officially  accepted  by  the  Authority 
on  January  15,  1979,  bringing  the  total  number  of  housing 
units  for  the  elderly  to  130.  Six  of  these  units  are  for  handi- 
capped persons. 

Mr.  Kenneth  J.  MacLeod  was  re-elected  to  the  Chairmanship 
of  the  Authority  for  another  five  year  term  in  May,  1979. 

The  Authority  accepted  delivery  of  a  new  pick-up  truck  in 
June,  1979  for  maintenance  use. 


LIBRARY 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Most  people  are  unaware,  as  I  was  until  I  began  to  prepare 
this  report,  that  the  Norton  Public  Library  traces  its  roots  back 
exactly  one  hundred  years.  It  was  in  1879  that  the  Norton 
Magazine  Club  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  providing  its 
members,  for  an  annual  fee  of  $2.00,  the  privilege  of  reading 
the  latest  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  publications.  Even- 
tually the  Club  expanded  into  books  and  in  1886  the  Norton 
Public  Library  was  incorporated. 

Much  has  happened  in  the  past  one  hundred  years  and  much 
has  happened  in  just  the  past  one  year.  Slightly  over  a  year  ago 
the  Board  requested  from  the  voters,  and  was  granted  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting,  that  the  Hedges  property  be  designated 
as  the  site  of  the  future  home  for  our  library.  However,  within  a 
few  short  weeks  of  that  Special  Meeting  Peg  Eden,  our 
Librarian  for  thirteen  years,  died.  Her  death  put  our  building 
plans  into  a  holding  pattern  as  we  searched  for  her  replace- 
ment. During  this  period  the  Library  continued  to  function 
smoothly  due  to  the  fine  efforts  of  our  staff  and  to  the  excellent 
management  of  Barbara  Johnson,  who  served  as  Acting 
Librarian. 

Our  search  took  four  months,  during  which  we  received 
twenty-seven  applications  which  we  narrowed  down  to  ten 
semi-finalists  and  then  three  finalists.  After  extensive  inter- 
views with  these  candidates  the  Board  settled  on  Thomas  Viti. 
He  joined  us  on  Dec.  20  as  our  new  Head  Librarian. 

Tom  Viti  brought  a  new  sense  of  professionalism  to  our  staff 
which  is  evident  in  a  number  of  ways.  He  investigated  several 
book  suppliers  and  recommended  that  we  switch  to  one  who 
would  give  us  a  better  discount.  This  should  help  us  to  pur- 
chase few  more  books  this  year  at  no  extra  cost.  He  studied 
library  usage  and  suggested  that  we  shift  some  of  the  hours 
that  we  are  open  to  better  accomodate  library  patrons.  Tom  in- 
creased publicity  which  resulted  in  better  circulation  figures 
for  the  past  six  months.  Better  new  book  selection  also  helped 
with  this  improvement.  He  started  a  Parent's  Roundtable  and  a 
family  film  series.  The  Board  is  obviously  pleased  with  Tom's 
performance  to  date! 

Planning  for  a  new  library  building  on  the  Hedges  site 
resumed  in  the  Spring  with  the  appointment  of  a  Sub- 
Committee  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  an  ar- 
chitect. Members  of  this  group  spent  long  hours  studying  ap- 
plications and  interviewing  representatives  from  about  ten 
firms.  A  final  decision  will  be  made  by  the  full  Board  in  July 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  give  the  Board's  and  my  thanks  to 
Louise  Lynch  who  continues  to  do  a  superb  job  as  our 
Treasurer.  Keeping  all  our  accounts  straight  requires  consider- 
able talent,  and  Louise  certainly  has  it.  Again  I  must  thank  our 
wonderful  staff  for  their  many  efforts  during  the  past  year  of 
change.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  such  dedicated  people  work- 
ing with  us.  And  one  that  we  have  much  to  thank  is  Barbara 
Johnson  who  once  again  stepped  in  when  needed  to  serve  as 
Acting  Head  Librarian.  In  recognition  of  her  service  the  Board 
has  voted  that  Barbara  will  be  our  new  Assistant  Head 
Librarian.  Finally  I  must  say  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  work- 
ing with  Tom  Viti;  we  all  hope  we  will  be  with  us  for  many  years 
to  come.

HEAD  LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

My  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  Library  staff,  and 
people  of  Norton  for  making  my  first  half-year  such  a  positive 
experience.  A  new  position  is  never  without  its  difficulties,  but 
the  support  I've  received  has  made  the  transition  period  much 
easier  than  I  could  have  hoped  for. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year  special  mention  should  be  made 
of  the  accomplishments  of  the  staff  following  the  death  of 
Margaret  Eden.  Faced  with  a  personal  and  professional  loss 
the  staff,  under  Barbara  Johnson's  direction,  was  able  to  main- 
tain the  quality  of  service  offered  by  the  library.  This  required 
hard  work  and  extra  hours,  an  effort  appreciated  by  everyone. 

The  Norton  Public  Library  initiated  several  new  programs 
and  changed  its  hours  in  the  past  year.  The  change  in  hours 
provides  patrons  with  a  more  balanced  schedule  in  which  to 
visit  the  library.  New  programs  held  at  the  library  include  a 
Parents  Roundtable  and  Bed  Time  Story  Hour  for  young 
children.  The  PRT  is  designed  to  accompany  our  regular  Story  ^ 
Time  sessions.  Parents  who  bring  their  children  hear  local  i 
speakers,  view  films,  and  participate  in  crafts.  Tours  of  the  i 
library  for  school  children,  nursery  age  through  grade  10,  were  i 
begun  and  they  received  an  introduction  in  the  use  of  the  I 
library.  i

Recognizing  the  physical  limitations  of  our  building,  we  are 
)ringing  programs  out  into  the  community.  Through  a  LSCA 
"itie  I  Visual  Resources  Grant,  the  library  has  established  con- 
acts  with  nursing  homes  in  the  area.  Books  and  films  are 
lelivered  regularly  and  deposit  collections  provided.  The 
ibrary  also  supplies  materials  to  individual  shut-ins. 

We  have  begun  film  programs  using  both  recreational  and 
ducational  movies.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Parish 
Committee  of  the  Unitarian  Church  and  the  Morton  Grange  we 
an  accomodate  far  greater  numbers  than  possible  at  the 
ibrary  itself.  Feature  films  have  been  very  popular  and  these 
re  obtained  free  from  the  Boston  Public  Library.  The  library 
Iso  provided  the  Norton  Recreation  Commission  with  films 
Dr  their  summer  programs. 


Statistics  show  that  these  efforts  are  paying  off.  Circulation 
of  materials  and  new  registrations  are  up  significantly.  We  are 
also  using  the  inter-library  loan  system  to  borrow  from  other 
libraries  those  materials  we  consider  marginal  for  our  collec- 
tion. Materials  received  in  this  category  also  show  an  increase. 

All  in  all,  a  busy  and  productive  time  for  the  library.  The 
future  promises  great  things  too;  a  new  building  with  adequate 
space  for  the  collection  and  the  ability  to  broaden  our  com- 
munity based  programming.  In  all  our  endeavors  we  are  work- 
ing towards  enriching  the  town  and  the  libary's  part  in  it.

COaNClL  ON  AGING 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  a  body  of  nine  that  assists  senior 
ritizens  in  securing  the  benefits  of  various  state  programs  in 
iddition  to  those  created  and  administered  locally. 

A  Drop  in  Center,  located  in  the  vestry  of  the  Gnitarian 
:hurch,  is  a  place  where  friends  can  meet  and  participate  in  a 
variety  of  recreations  that  include  card  games,  Bingo,  danc- 
ng,  and  arts  and  crafts  workshops.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Brown  is  the 
:apable  director  of  the  center's  activities. 

Inexpensive  hot  lunches  are  served  at  the  high  school  during 
he  school  year.  Free  bus  service  is  provided  and  the  generous 
iiscounts  offered  by  many  of  Norton's  merchants  are  useful 
;ervices  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  many  of  Norton's  elderly. 
\n  ID  card,  obtainable  at  the  Drop  In  Center,  is  required  for 
ree  bus  service. 

The  Council  anticipates  another  good  year  and  wishes  the 
;ame  for  all. 


VETERAN'S  SERVICES 

Benefits  are  granted  to  eligible  veterans  or  their  dependents 
vho  are,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  in  need.  Applications 
iccepted  by  this  office  are  investigated  by  the  Agent  and  sub- 
nitted  to  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Ser- 
'ices,  Boston,  for  approval  and  payment. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  town  is  reimbursed  50%  of  all 
nonies  expended  for  the  care  of  the  veteran  and  his  depen- 
ients. 

The  Department  also  handles  pension  claims  for  the  widows 
ind  orphans  of  veterans  as  well  as  disability  claims  for 
'eterans  who  are  no  longer  able  to  work  or  who  are  65  years  of 
ige  of  older. 

In  addition,  the  Veterans'  Agent  provides  assistance  in 
securing  hospitalization  for  the  veteran,  applies  for  copies  of 
ost  or  stolen  documents  needed  by  the  veteran,  files,  claims 
or  burial  allowances  and  grave  markers  for  those  deceased, 
Jssists  in  the  filling  out  of  numerous  and  sundry  application 
orms,  visits  clients  confined  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes, 
and  refers  the  veteran  or  his  dependents  to  the  State  and  Fed- 
Benefit  programs  for  benefits  due  them  by  law.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  amount  of  leisure  time  available  to  all  Americans  has 
been  increasing  steadily,  a  fact  certainly  true  for  Norton, 
whose  growing  population  has  created  a  demand  for  increased 
recreational  opportunities  and  facilities. 

With  able  direction  from  Miss  Nancy  Fritchie  the  Recrea- 
tional Commission  provides  thirty-five  seasonal  programs 
ranging  from  creative  movement  for  tots  to  adult  Slimnastics 
and  woodcarving.  Our  summer  program  for  children  is  especi- 
ally well  attended  and  the  swimming  pool  continues  to  be  a 
popular  place  evenings  and  weekends. 

Many  of  the  improvements  made  at  Tl  would  have  been 
impossible  without  the  generous  gifts  of  time  and  effort  of 
many  groups  and  individuals.  CETA  workers  from  North  Cot- 
tage, the  Jaycees  and  Don  Marshall  deserve  special  thanks  as 
do  town  electricians,  carpenters,  highway  department  and  fire 
department  personnel  for  the  installation  of  playground  equip- 
ment, water  bubblers,  lighting,  cupboards,  painting, 
Christmas  party,  Santa  Claus,  Smokey  the  Bear  and  much 
more.

EDUCATION 


REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  year  has  been  one  of  excitement  and  challenge  oweing 
to  the  opening  of  the  Joseph  C.  Solnnonese  School  and  the 
demand  by  the  State  and  the  community  for  fiscal  discipline. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  all  of  Morton's  2.730  pupils 
are  receiving  instruction  in  our  own  classrooms.  (The 
kindergarten  had  been  taught  at  Faith  Alliance  Church  School 
while  sixth  grade  classes  had  been  held  at  the  High  School.) 

Crowded  and  unpleasant  conditions  were  alleviated  and 
areas  formerly  used  for  classrooms  were  restored  to  their 
intended  function.  The  gymnasium  and  library  at  the  Mourse 
School  were  once  again  given  over  to  physical  education  and 
study,  laboratories  were  constructed  in  the  Middle  School,  and 
team  teaching  instituted,  thus  allowing  this  facility  to  serve  the 
needs  of  students  and  teachers  alike  more  efficiently. 

A  new  bus  schedule  reduced  the  number  of  stops  by 
requiring  intervals  not  less  than  three  tenths  of  a  mile  between 
them.  Important  savings  were  effected  by  eliminating  6  of  the 
21  buses  formerly  required  to  transport  children  to  school. 

In  efforts  to  realize  greater  economies,  the  School 
Committee  re-examined  its  budget  of  $5,175,000.00  to  see  if 
other  reductions  were  possible  without  jeopardizing  the 
general  quality  of  instruction  in  Norton's  schools.  Our  final 
determination  resulted  in  cuts  totalling  more  than  $80,000.00 
in  spite  of  enormous  increases  in  the  cost  of  fuel  oil  and 
gasoline  as  well  as  a  5%  increase  in  the  salaries  of  teachers 
and  administrators.  Changes  in  the  athletic  department's 
schedule  were  made  and  the  number  of  personnel  were 
reduced  in  areas  not  critical  to  the  overall  school  program.  In 
other  actions,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Town,  the  price  of 
students  lunches  was  raised  to  45^ 

Seemingly  unaffected  by  these  changes,  our  young  people 
continued  to  be  a  source  of  pride  to  all  by  virtue  of  their 
scholastic,  musical  and  athletic  achievements.  Special 
acknowledgement  must  also  be  made  of  the  efforts  of  the  125 
members  of  the  graduating  class  whose  fund  raising  activities 
have  contributed  substantially  to  the  support  of  the 
accomplishments  of  their  classmates. 

Special  thanks  is  owed  to  Mr.  Robert  Booth  for  his  personal 
leadership  during  this  period  of  change  and  to  Mr.  Neveu  and 
his  staff  for  their  tireless  cooperation.  The  Committee  also 
wishes  to  thank  Dr.  Splaine,  the  principals  and  their  staffs  for 
their  mutual  committment  to  the  education  of  Norton's 
students. 

In  conclusion,  we  congratulate  Mr.  Wood  on  the  occassion 
of  his  election  to  the  Committee  and  cite  Mr.  Carl  Siegel  for  his 
long  and  unselfish  service  to  the  community  as  a  member  of 
this  Board. 

SGPERIMTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  is  the  84th  annual  school  report,  and  it  is  the  tenth 
report  I  have  submitted  to  the  townspeople  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

I  make  this  report  with  great  pride  as  to  the 
accomplishments  which  have  occurred  in  the  school  system 
over  the  past  year,  realizing  that  they  are  far-reaching  and  will 
effect,  in  a  very  favorable  way.  the  educational  process  in  the 
Town  of  Norton  for  many  years  to  come. 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  school  committee,  the 
townspeople,  and  the  staff  members  for  their  support  and 
cooperation,  which  has  made  this  year  such  a  valuable 
educational  experience  for  our  student  body. 

In  order  to  report  on  the  school  year  I  would  like  to  utilize 
three  categories: 

(A)  Planning  and  reorganization  of  the  school  district. 

(B)  Preparation  of  fiscal  restraints  placed  on  the  Fiscal 

1980  budget. 

(C)  The  achievements  and  accomplishments  during  the 

school  year. 

(A)  PLANNING  AND  REORGANIZATION: 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  schools  in  September  of  1978,  the 
school  district  had  students  attending  kindergarten  in 
Attleboro  at  Faith  Alliance  Church  School,  6th  grade  students 
were  housed  in  the  high  school,  the  gymnasium  at  the  L.G. 
Nourse  School  was  utilized  as  two  classrooms,  with  the  library 
behind  fencing  on  the  cafetorium  stage  at  the  L.G.  Nourse 
School,  and  the  middle  school  included  grades  4  to  8. 

In  1978  the  reorganization  and  renovation  of  the  system 
became  a  reality.  In  September  of  1978  the  Joseph  C. 
Solmonese  School  was  opened,  housing  all  children  in 
kindergarter  and  a  district  school  for  grades  1  thru  5.  A  very 
pleasant  and  colorful  learning  environment  exists,  and 
educationally  structed  with  the  unit  approach,  which  has 
provided  very  favorably  toward  the  educational  involvement  of 
students. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Mr.  Kenneth 
Fernandes,  and  the  entire  staff  at  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese 
School  for  a  smooth  transition  into  the  new  complex,  and 
comment  that  it  operated  from  the  start  as  though  it  had  been 
in  existence  for  many  years. 

On  November  5,  1978  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  School  was 
officially  dedicated,  and  we  were  pleased  to  have  with  us  on 
that  occasion  the  Honorable  Thomas  P.  O'Neil,  III,  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Heckler, 
Member  of  Congress. 

The  L.G.  Nourse  School  comprised  grades  1  thru  5.  This 
particular  building,  due  to  the  support  and  efforts  of  the 
custodians  over  the  summer,  had  a  library  provided,  resource 
rooms  added,  the  gymnasium  returned  to  its  original  form, 
and  the  cafeteria  stage  restored  to  its  original  purpose. 

Both  the  J.C.  Solmonese  and  L.G.  Nourse  Schools  were 
organized  by  districts,  assigning  students  to  the  buildings  by 
geographic  location,  and  attempting  to  create  a  neighborhood 
school  concept. 

The  Norton  Middle  School  was  organized  to  house  grades  6, 
7  and  8  in  the  unit  approach.  Gnit  leaders  were  added  to  the 
system  in  this  building,  renovations  occurred,  with  the 
addition  of  science  labs.  This  particular  concept  took  into 
consideration  the  adolescent  child,  and  the  physical, 
emotional,  and  psychological  changes  which  occur  at  a  rapid 
pace  during  these  extremely  important  years  in  a  child's  life, 
and  provided  to  the  children  identification,  a  feeling  of 
belonging,  and  an  opportunity  to  develop  their  abilities  to  the 
fullest.  IMS  Math  was  extended  last  year  to  grade  7,  and  this 
year  to  grade  8.  This  concept  is  reflected  in  the 
accomplishments  of  the  middle  school  in  the  report  this  year, 
and  I  feel  it  has  been  extremely  successful. 


The  high  school  staff  was  able  to  expand  its  curriculum  this 
year  and  provide  students  with  additional  space  when  the 
grade  6  students  returned  to  the  middle  school. 

With  the  school  year  well  organized,  and  operating 
smoothly,  the  next  phase  of  the  1978/79  school  year  was  fiscal 
restraint  and  responses  of  the  school  department. 

;B)  fiscal  RESTRAINTS: 

1978/79  was  a  year  of  the  tax  cap,  as  we  will  all  remember, 
and  fiscal  restraints  were  placed  upon  every  community  in  the 
Commonwealth.  The  Massachusetts  State  Legislation  passed  a 
law  placing  a  4%  cap  on  town  and  school  spending.  A  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  the  fall  had  requested  the  town  departments 
to  submit  zero  budgets. 

During  the  1978/79  planning  for  fiscal  '80,  numerous 
meetings  were  held,  with  discussions  on  the  fiscal  1980 
budget.  In  order  to  implement  this  mandate,  2  Modern 
Foreign  Language  teachers  in  the  middle  school,  2  Music 
teachers  systemwide,  1  Art  at  the  high  school  and  1  Industrial 
Arts  position  at  the  high  school,  1  Learning  Disability  teacher 
and  15  teachers  aide  positions  were  eliminated.  One 
psychologist  position  was  transferred  to  federal  funds  in  order 
to  maintain  that  position.  Also  eliminated  were  the  late  buses 
From  the  middle  and  high  schools.  These  proposals  were  well 
thought  out,  and  were  implemented  to  have  the  least  impact 
on  the  student  population. 

Other  considerations  that  affected  the  economic  outcome  of 
the  Fiscal  1980  budget  were  as  follows:  In  July  of  1978 
contracts  were  signed  with  the  cafeteria,  clerical  and  custodial 
Union,  and  prior  to  Town  Meeting  a  two  year  contract  was 
signed  with  the  Morton  Teachers  Association. 

The  final  Fiscal  1980  budget  presented  at  Town  Meeting 
represented  a  1 .8%  increase.  Keeping  in  mind  that  79%  of  the 
budget  is  salaries,  I  feel  this  is  an  outstanding 
accomplishment,  and  the  school  committee  should  be  highly 
complimented. 

To  reduce  the  impact  of  the  fiscal  restraints,  many  sound 
business  procedures  and  practices  were  adopted  to  save 
money.  At  Project  SPOKE,  collaboration  with  other 
communities  was  accomplished  through  the  bidding  process 
for  oil,  gasoline,  special  needs  transportation,  school  supplies, 
school  art  supplies,  custodial  supplies,  and  audio  visual 
equipment.  In  addition  to  this  the  school  department 
purchased  a  mini  bus,  and  proposes  in  the  1980  budget  to 
purchase  another,  with  substantial  financial  savings  resulting 
in  the  transportation  of  special  needs  children. 

A  new  five  year  contract  was  signed  this  year,  and  the  times 
of  arrival  and  dismissal  of  schools  were  altered  to  reduce  the 
number  of  buses  required,  with  staggered  times,  which 
provides  an  economic  savings  to  the  community. 

Also,  during  the  Fiscal  1979  year  a  private  telephone 
communication  system  was  purchased,  along  with  the  other 
town  departments.  A  ROLM  CBX  system  was  installed  at  the 
Municipal  Center,  which  has  given  greater  efficiency  and 
flexibility  to  the  communications  in  the  school  department, 
and  will  have  a  long-range  financial  savings  to  the  town. 

(C)  ACHIEVEMENTS  AND  ACCOMPLISHMENTSC: 

Many  outstanding  events  occurred  in  the  school  department 

in  the  1978/79  school  year  which  will  be  reflected  in  the 

reports  by  principals. 
The  first  Massasoit  Math  Competition  was  held  at  Raynham 

Junior  High  School,  and  Norton  won  first  prize.  I  would  like  to 

congratulate  Daniel  Goldman,  grade  eight,  who  received  the 

top  score,  and  also  his  advisor,  Joan  Vital. 


The  boys'  baseball  team  are  Division  II  Mayflower  League 
champions,  and  the  Mayflower  League  Tournament 
champions,  with  an  overall  record  of  19  and  2. 

The  boys'  and  girls'  basketball  teams  were  both  involved  in 
tournament  play. 

The  boys'  golf  team  finished  with  a  record  of  18  and  2  and 
are  Mayflower  League  champions. 

The  boys'  spring  track  team  finished  15  and  1  and  were 
Mayflower  League  champions. 

The  Norton  High  School  Marching  Band,  which  includes  the 
colorguard  and  majorettes,  won  first  prize  in  the  Class  C 
competition  in  the  Brickyard  Mountain  High  School  Music 
Festival  in  Laconia,  New  Hampshire. 

In  reflection,  1978/79  year  was  one  in  which  the  school 
department  opened  a  new  building,  introduced  the  middle 
school  concept,  expanded  its  facilities,  remodeled  two  other 
schools  and  offered  more  services  to  children,  coupled  with 
the  fiscal  responsibility  requesting  a  1.8%  increase  in  the 
budget,  and  was  able,  during  this  process,  to  continue  to  offer 
services  to  the  children. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  staff,  both 
professional  and  supportive,  who,  through  the  difficult  and 
trying  times,  never  lost  sight  of  the  purpose  of  the  school 
system,  and  provided  quality  education  to  the  students. 

Following  are  the  reports  from  various  staff  members. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Daniel  Wheeler,  Principal 

Norton  High  School  successfully  completed  a  productive  year 
with  the  following  highlights: 

The  academic  year  1978/79  students  excelled  in  both  the 
academic  and  extra  curricular  activities. 

Eleven  students  scored  notably  high  on  the  N.E.D.T. 
(National  Educationl  Development  Test)  a  test  taken  by 
sophmores  in  general  areas  of  academic  disciplines. 

Four  juniors  scored  among  the  top  5%  of  all  students  taking 
the  P.S.A.T.  (Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test)  out  of  over 
a  million  students.  They  were  recognized  by  the  National  Merit 
Scholarship  Foundation  and  will  be  candidates  for  finalist 
status  for  (N.M.S.F.)  scholarships. 

Twenty-seven  students  were  inducted  into  the  National 
Honor  Society,  one  of  the  largest  groups  to  enter  in  years. 

The  Class  of  1979  (seniors)  raised  $13,000  for  scholarship 
purposes,  and  these  funds  were  distributed  on  Class  Night. 

One  of  the  very  few  scholarships  given  by  Katherine  Gibbs 
Secretarial  School  went  to  a  Norton  senior,  Catherine  Kinney. 

Advance  Placement  Cnited  States  History  was  introduced 
this  year  and  was  received  very  well  by  the  students.  Next  year 
29  students  will  be  taking  this  course  reflecting  its  popularity. 

In  Athletics,  girls'  and  boys'  basketball  finished  in 
tournament  play  and  boys'  track  along  with  golf,  softball,  and 
baseball,  all  finished  in  either  first  or  second  place  in  the 
Mayflower  League. 

State  and  federal  funds  will  be  spent  in  the  areas  of  Business 
Education,  Home  Economics,  and  Special  Needs.  These 
programs  will  include  duplicating  process  equipment,  child 
care  furniture,  and  a  cooperative  community  school-job- 
placement  coordinator. 

Norton  High  School  Lancer  Band  won  first  place  in  the 
Governor's  Music  Festival  in  New  Hampshire  this  spring  in 
Class  "C  "  school  competition. 

Two  students  (seniors)  were  awarded  science  scholarships 
for  summer  research  in  Ocology.  Funds  for  this  were  donated 
by  a  science  foundation. 

Once  again  the  final  scheduling  of  all  students  was 
completed  before  the  end  of  the  school  year,  allowing  student 
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review  of  their  fail  schedules.  This  facilitates  proper 
counseling  time  as  well  as  a  balance  of  student  and  teacher 
schedules. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Group  for  the  high  school  was  most 
helpful  in  presenting  parental  ideas  regarding  curriculum  and 
other  school  related  activities.  Some  projects  planned  for  next 
year  include  curriculum  presentations,  and  participation  on 
the  High  School  Steering  Committee. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Principal 

In  September  of  1978  with  the  opening  of  the  Joseph  C. 
Soimonese  Elementary  School  the  middle  school  was  finally 
in  a  position,  with  the  proper  space  and  staff,  to  develop  to  the 
fullest  extent  the  middle  school  concept,  and  meet  the  needs 
of  the  emerging  adolescent. 

Our  school  is  now  organized  into  teams  of  teachers  who  are 
responsible  for  the  major  academic  programs  of  our  students. 
Each  team  consists  of  a  Reading,  English,  Mathematics,  Social 
Studies,  and  Science  teacher.  This  organizational  pattern, 
which  is  a  key  characteristic  of  true  middle  schools,  has 
resulted  in  many  advantages  for  our  students.  Two  noteworthy 
ones  are,  (1)  that  teachers  plan  together  the  weekly 
instructional  programs  for  the  students,  resulting  in 
consistent,  meaningful  integration  of  all  subject  areas,  and  (2) 
that  students  are  able  to  strongly  indentify  with  this  group  of 
teachers  throughout  the  year.  The  team  approach  has 
accomplished  much  of  what  we  had  hoped  it  would  for  our 
students,  and  with  added  experience,  should  grow  even 
stronger. 

There  have  been  many  highlights  for  this  school  year,  and  it 
is  impossible  to  list  or  mention  them  all.  However,  some  that 
are  particularly  noteworthy  include  Team  8-B's  three  day  trip 
to  the  Alton  Jones  Campus  in  West  Greenwich,  Rhode  Island; 
the  First  Annual  Massasoit  Principals'  Math  Competition, 
which  was  won  by  our  eighth  grade  Math  team,  coached  by 
Mrs.  Joan  Vital;  the  Career  Awareness  Program  developed  by 
Tean  6-A;  the  Arbor  Day  ceremony  from  6-B;  the 
Thanksgiving  program  of  7-A;  Team  7-B's  ongoing  activities 
to  develop  the  spirit  of  pride  and  responsibility  in  students, 
and  Team  8-A's  special  trip  to  the  National  Seashore.  These, 
and  countless  other  activities,  all  contributed  to  a  meaningful 
and  productive  school  year  for  our  students. 

Because  of  budget  limitations  some  programs  in  the  middle 
school  were  eliminated.  The  Foreign  Language  program  in 
grades  7  and  8  was  terminated,  and  in  its  place  students  will 
take  Reading.  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Reading  Supervisor,  along 
with  the  Reading  Department,  are  developing  a  meaningful 
curriculum  for  these  students.  Instrumental  Music  instruction 
was  eliminated  along  with  one  Special  Needs  position. 

The  IMS  Math  program  was  extended  to  include  grade  8 
students  for  the  1979/80  school  year.  Mr.  Robert  Smith,  Math 
coordinator,  has  worked  closely  with  the  staff  to  insure  the 
smooth  transition  of  this  program  to  that  grade. 

Both  Mr.  Ferrara  and  Mr.  Smith  are  also  working  closely 
with  the  staff  to  develop  competency  tests  at  all  school  levels. 
These  tests  will  be  administered  to  students  in  grade  6  at  the 
middle  school  to  comply  with  new  regulations  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

This  school  year  was  one  of  transition  and  many  changes. 
Through  the  cooperation  and  hard  work  of  all  professional  and 
supportive  staff  members,  it  has  been  one  of  success. 


JOSEPH  C.  SOLMONESE  SCHOOL  — 
Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Principal 

In  its  first  year  of  operation  the  Soimonese  School  was 
composed  of  many  staff  members  working  together  for  the  j 
first  time.  New  teachers  joined  with  teachers  from  the  middle  f 
school  staff  and  the  L.G.  Nourse  School  staff  to  begin  the  I 
school  year  1978/79.  The  effort  of  the  entire  staff  was  f 
outstanding  in  the  opening  of  the  school.

JEADING  —  Coordinator  of  Reading,  Systemwide,  and 
ilementary  Language  Arts,  Mr.  William  Ferrara:  The 
.anguage  Arts  Department  sponsored  in-service  workshops 
or  new  staff  members.  These  workshops  were  presented  by 
he  coordinator  and  staff  members  and  oriented  new  teachers 
o  the  curricula,  programs,  methods  and  materials.  The 
:oordinator  also  presented  two  in-service  workshops  for  the 


high  school  faculty.  These  workshops  emphasized  the 
methods  and  techniques  of  incorporating  reading  and  study 
skills  into  the  content  areas.  Workshops  were  also  given  for 
explanation  of  standard  test  results  and  use  of  the  item 
analysis  by  classroom  teachers. 

A  design  for  a  kindergarten  placement  test  was  initiated  by 
the  Language  Arts  Department.  This  test  was  administered  in 
the  fall  to  all  kindergarten  children. 

The  coordinator  developed  a  reading  competency  test  for 
grade  three.  Reading  tests  for  grade  six  and  language  test  for 
grades  three  and  six  are  currently  being  developed. 

The  middle  school  Reading  curriculum  was  revised  to 
accommodate  all  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  in 
Reading  as  of  September,  1979. 

The  1978/79  Title  I  proposal  was  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  The  project  serves  grades  four 
through  six  in  Reading.  A  supplementary  grant  (Part  B)  made  it 
posible  to  add  tutorial  reading  services  to  grades  seven  and 
eight.  The  Title  I  staff  presented  a  worksho  on  diagnostic 
testing  at  the  Title  I  conference  for  teachers  and  aides  held  in 
Swansea. 

Reading  handbooks  for  content  areas  were  developed  and 
distributed  to  all  content  area  teachers  in  the  middle  and  high 
schools. 

ELEMENTARY  MATH,  SCIENCE  AND  SOCIAL  STUDIES  — 
Mr.  Robert  Smith,  Coordinator,  K-8:  As  the  year  began  in  late 
August  with  an  orientation  program  for  new  teachers, 
indications  were  that  this  year  was  going  to  be  a  very  busy  and 
interesting  year.  It  certainly  proved  to  be  that. 

Curriculum  review  in  Science  and  Social  Studies  has 
continued  throughout  the  year  with  many  suggestions  being 
considered.  The  Individualized  Mathematics  System  (IMS)  was 
extended  to  Grade  seven.  Teacher  workshops  held  at  the 
Solmonese  School  and  the  L.G.  Nourse  School  in 
"Metrification  and  Geometry  for  Elementary  Instruction"  were 
well  attended,  and  the  suggestions  followed  up.  The  Basic 
Facts  Program  initiated  last  year  is  beginning  to  show 
improvement  in  student  performance  in  Math. 

Study  on  the  implications  of  the  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills 
Improvement  Testing  Program  on  Norton's  curriculum  has 
been  the  primary  focus  of  the  entire  staff.  Teachers, 
administrators,  the  Math  coordinator  and  students,  have  been 
involved  in  developing  a  test  which  will  be  piloted  in  grades 
three,  and  one  for  grade  six  in  the  fall. 

The  middle  school's  "Sun  Day"  Science  Program  was  very 
successful.  Student  participation  and  parent  reaction  to  this 
project  were  very  positive. 

A  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  the  areas  of  Math, 
Science  and  Social  Studies.  With  the  continued  support  of 
teachers,  students,  parents  and  the  general  community,  these 
areas  will  be  continually  strengthened  to  provide  the  children 
of  Norton  with  the  best  academic  opportunities  possible. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  construction  of  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elementary 
School  was  finished  on  schedule.  The  building  was  taken  over 
from  the  general  contractor,  Cumberland  Building  Corpora- 
tion of  South  Bellingham,  Massachusetts,  on  August  7,  1978, 
and  was  ready  for  occupancy  when  school  opened  on  Septem- 
ber 6,  1978. 

The  dedication  and  open  house  was  held  on  Sunday, 
November  5,  1978  with  The  Honorable  Mrs.  Margaret  M. 
Heckler,  Member  of  Congress,  and  The  Honorable  Thomas  P. 
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O'Neill,  ill,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts 
as  our  guests  and  principal  speakers. 

The  firm  of  Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  Inc.  of  Newton 
Centre,  Massachusetts  were  the  architects,  and  they  estimated 
the  school  would  cost  $3,335,000.  to  build.  On  the  architect's 
recommendation  the  Town  of  Norton  voted  to  bond  this 
amount.  However,  with  a  lot  of  time,  effort  and  common  sense 
by  the  building  committee,  assistance  from  Dr.  Maurice  J. 
Splaine,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Mr.  Richard  J. 
Silva,  Principal  of  the  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elementary 
School,  costs  were  kept  to  a  minimum.  Very  few  extras  were 
allowed  which  resulted  in  the  building  committee,  at  the  end 
of  the  construction,  informing  the  Town  Treasurer  that 
$135,000  could  be  deducted  from  the  bonding  amount.  The 
Town  Treasurer  then  only  bonded  the  amount  of  $3,200,000. 

As  is  the  case  in  every  new  building,  there  are  still  a  few 
items  on  the  punch  list  which  have  not  been  completed.  The 
committee  is  retaining  money  from  the  general  contractor  in 
sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  cost  of  completing  the  punch 
list.
